Collaborating with 
cabinet-maker Johannes Hansen twenty five years ago, their work 

was exhibited at the Copenhagen Cabinet Makers Guild where it 

received most favorable recognition. In 1949 the first “shell chair” 

was shown and since that time, design after'design, continued to 

bring new laurels to both the designer and his manufacturer, 

From the “round chair”, the “cows horn chair”, the “bull chair” and 

the “Y” chair, a number of familiar chair designs developed where 

the headpiece joined the back and arm in one. Some of the designs have 
become ‘classics’ of our time and it was fitting an exhibition 

celebrating twenty five years progress should take place. 

Winner of the first annual Frederik Lunning Prize, Mr. Wegner has 

with consistent accomplishment, brought outstanding acclaim and 
recognition to his country, the Danish furniture industry and to himself. 
Twenty two museums throughout the world have Wegner furniture in their 
collections. In addition to continuing his close relationship with 

the Johannes Hansen firm, Mr. Wegner designs for a number of leading 
Danish furniture factories and supervises the production of five factories. 
The exhibition of Wegner Furniture Landmarks was a delightful presentation 
of his beautiful designs and will long be remembered in America. 
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Celebrating twenty-five years association with the Danish 
cabinetmaker, Johannes Hansen, a retrospective exhibition 

of the designs of Hans Wegner was presented by Georg Jensen 
in their Fifth Avenue store. The exhibition occupied the 

entire third floor in a series of vignettes and along the entire 
rear wall, the evolution of two of the Wegner “Classic” chair 
designs was strikingly displayed with the present version 
being given a prominent forward position. 


Some of Wegner’s factory produced designs are shown i i 
vignette setting. The tables are of teak, with Rsaiacee| ine 
legs. The chairs and sofa are upholstered in Danish wool fabric 
The fabrics and hanging murals were designed by Rolf Middelboe 
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Princess Benedikte of Denmark, in New York on an official visit 
in conjunction with the city-wide celebration, Denmark Week, 
attended the Jensen exhibition. 


Designed in 1960, the “classic” Bull chair and ottoman 
are constructed of laminated plywood. The coffee table 
is made of rosewood. The two lounge chairs are made 

of chrome steel frames and genuine leather upholstery. 
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One of Wegner’s newest designs is his patio furniture. 
The fur-Covered lounge chair has woven upholstery webbing. 
The chairs are made of unfinished natural beech with 
slatted backs: The beech table has a folding teak top. 


Designed especially for Jensen, the conference table may be 
extended to seat 100 persons. The conference highback chairs 
are of teak and upholstered in oxhide. 
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Based on an old Norse stone carving of a Viking 
ship, Norwegian designer Carl Gunnarson executed 
this design in forged iron. It is finished in 

gold and mounted on a brilliant red background.

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JUST LUNNING, a native of Odense, Denmark, was born in 1910, 
the son of Hedevig and Frederik Lunning. In 1930 Just came to 
America and attended Harvard University where he majored in 
government and upon graduation spent two years at the Henry 
Street Settlement. During the war years he served as a Navy 
Lieutenant and from 1945 to 1947 was with the State Department. 
Joining Georg Jensen Inc. in late 1947, upon the death of his 
father in 1952, became General Manager of Georg Jensen and its 
wholesale division, Frederik Lunning. 


Under his capable and inspiring leadership, Georg Jensen Inc. 
expanded and opened three branches in Scarsdale, Manhasset and 
Millburn, New Jersey. The Frederik Lunning wholesale division 
experienced similar expansion into a nation-wide sales organiza- 
tion servicing some 3500 of the finer retail shops in America. 


Proud of his native land and also proud of America, he worked 
long and-hard to develop a closer relationship with the two 
countries through cultural exchanges and.an American student 
program where students could live and study in Scandinavian 
countries. 


For his untiring efforts in helping to broaden American interest 

in Scandinavian design, he received governmental awards from 
Denmark, Sweden, Norway and Finland. With his father, he developed 
the Frederik Lunning Prize, awarded for the first time in 1951 

and was won that year by Hans Wegner. 


Mr. Lunning received honors including the Knight Cross of the Order 

of Dannebrog, Denmark 1959; and First Class of this order in 1964. 

He was awarded the Order of St. Olav, Norway 1960; Vasaorden, Sweden, 
1963; and the Order of the White Rose, Finland 1965. 


Just Lunning was the Commissioner General of the Denmark Pavilion 
at the New York World's Fair, 1964-65, and Chairman of the 
Danish American Trade Council. 


A quiet, sympathetic and understanding man, Just Lunning has d
